order'd all up again, to cut the Maſts by the board, 


but ſeveral ſunck ſo under Racks of Conſcience, that 


they were not able to iſtir: However, we upon 
Deck cut the Wethermoſt Shrouds, and the Ship 
heeling towards the Rock, the Force of the Sea ſcon 
broke the Maſts, fo that they fell right towards the 
Shore, : .

One of the Men went out on the Boltipright, and 
returning; told me he ſaw ſomething black a Head, 
and wou'd adventure to get on Shore, accompanied 
with any other Perſon; upon which I deſir'd ſome of 
the beſt Swimmers (my Mate and one more) to go 
with him, and if they recover'd the Rock, to give 
Notice by their Calls ; and direct us to the moſt ſe- 
cure Plzce; and remembring ſome Money and Fa- 
pers that might be of uſe, alſo Ammunition, Brandy, 
ec.

vas almoſt itary'd, and his Countenance diſcovering 
his liefs, I ordered him to remain with 2 or ? 
more the Froſt had ſciz d: About noon the Men 2c- 
quainted me that he was dcad, fo laid him in a con- 
venient Place for the Seu to carry him away; none 


mentioning eating of him, tho' ſeveral with ny ſelf 


afterwards acknowledged, had Thoughts of it 
After we had been there two or three Days, the 
Froſt being very ſcrere, the Weather extream cold, 
it ſci⁊ed moſt of our Hands and Feet to ſuch a D:gice, 
as to take away the Sence of Feeling ,&rendcr them 
almoſt uſeleſs; ſo benumbing and diſcolouring tem, 
as gave us juſt Reaſon to fear Mortiſication. We 
Pu!Fd offour Shocs, and cut off our Boots, but in 
getting Git our Stockings, many whoſe Legs were 
bliſterd, -pull'd off Skin and all, and ſome the Naiis 
of their Toes; we wrap'd up our Legs and Feet as 
wa m as we could in Oakum and Canvas. 
Wie now began to build our Tent in a triangular 
Form, cach Angle about 8 Foot, covered with whit 
Sails and old Canvas came on Shore, having juſt 
Room for all to lie down each on one Side, ſo that 
none cond turn except all turn'd, which was about 
every two Hours, upon Notice given: We ali ix'd 
2 Staff to the Top of out Tent, upon Which (es often 
2s Weather wou'd permit) we noiftel a Piece of Cloth 


in the Form of a Flag, in order to diſcover ou.

We began now to build our Boat of Plank and Tic. 
ber belonging to the Wreck; our Tools the Blade Cf 
a Cutlaſa (made into a Saw with our Knives; a Ea, 
mer and a Caulking Mallet: Some Nails we found 
in the Cuts of the Rock. others we got from 116 
Sicakiag; we laid 3 Planks fat lor the Bottom, 5 
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Two up each Side fix d to ſtanchings, and let into the 
bottom Timbers, with two ſhort Pieces at each End, 
alſo one Breadth of new Holland Duck round the 
Sides, to keep out the Spry of the Sea: We cork'd 
all we could with Oakum drawn from the ofd junk, 
and in other Places, fill'd up the Diſtances with long 
pieces of Canvas, all which we ſccured in the beſt 
fnner poſlible z we found alſo fome Sheet Lead 
and Pump Leather, which proved of uſe; we fix'd 
a hort Maſt and ſquare Sail, with Seven Padles to 
row, and another longer to ſtear ; but our Carpen- 
ter who now ſhould have been of moſt uſe to us, 
was (by reaſon of Illneſs) ſcarce able to afford us 
either Aſſiſtance or Advice; and all the Reſt fo be- 
numb'd and Feeble as not able to ſtir, except my 
ſelf and 2 more, alſo the Weather ſo extream cold, 
that we conld ſeldom ſtay out of the Tent above 4. 
Hours in the Day, and ſome Days do nothing „ 
When we had been there about a Week withaut 
any manner of Proviſions, except the Cheeſe before 
ientioned and ſome Beefe Bones, which we eat | 
13 WW (rſt breaking them to Pieces) we ſaw 3 Boats about 5 | 
I exgncs from us, which may be ealily imagined re- 
j:yced us not a little, believing our Deliverance was 
ar m come: I made all creep ont of the Tent, and 
is Wl Nato together (ſo well as our Strength woudd al- 
hr) making alſo all the Signals we could, but alaſs 
all in vein; they neither hearing nor otherwiſe diſ- 
covering us: However we receiv'd no ſmall En- 
curagement from the ſight of 'em, they coming from 
Sd Weſt, and the Wind at N. E. when we wcre caſt 
ag, gave us reaſon to conclude our Diſtreſs might 
eriovn by the Wreck driving on Shear, and to 
teme were come cut in ſcerch of us, ard that 
von.d Daily do ſo when Weather would fermit; 
dus we Fatter'd our ſelves in hopes of Deliverance 
tho“ in yin, 
Jet before we had finiſhed our Boat, Providence ſo 
adered it, that the Carpenter's Ax wes caſt on the 
edo us, whereby We were enabled te compreat 
Our

our Work; but then we had ſcurce Strength enough 
to get her into the Water. EE 
About the 21ſt (December) the Boat juſt perfeged 
a fine Day, and the Water ſmoother than I had ever 
yet ſeen it ſince we came there, we conſulted who 
ſhou'd attempt getting on Shore, I offering my ſelf 
as one to adventure, which they agreed to, becauſe 
I was the ſtrongeſt, and therefore fitteſt to undergoe 
the Extremities we might he reduced to. My Mate 
alſo offering himſelf, and deſiring to accompany me 
I 'was allow'd him with my Brother, and four more: 
o committing our Enterprize to Divine Providence, 
all that were able came out, and with much Difficul: 
ty we got our poor patch'd vp Boat to the Water 
Side; and the Zurf running very high, was obliged 
to wade very deep to launch her, which being done, 
and my ſelf and one more got into her, the Swell 
of the Sea heav'd her along Shore, and overſet her 
upon us, (whereby we again narrowly eſcap'd drown- 
ing) and ſtav'd our poor Boat all to peices : Totally 
diſappointing our Enterprize and deſtroying all our 
Hopes at Once. 1 
And as that which ill heighten'd our Afflictions, 
and ſerv'd to aggravate our miſerable proſpects, and 
render our Deliverance leſs practicable: We loft 
vrich our Boat, both our Ax and Hammer. which 
wou'd have been of great Uſe to us if we ſhould here- 
after attempt to build a Raft, yet had we reaſon to 
admire the GOodneſs of God, in over-ruling our Diſap- 
pointment, for our Safety; for that Afternoon, tte 
Wind ſpringing up it blew very hard, ſo that had we 
been at Sea in that imitation of a Boar, in all probabt- 
licy we muſt have periſhd, and the reſt left behind had 
no beter Fate, becauſe unable to help themſclves. 
We are now rednc'd to rhe moſt deplorable and 
mellancholly Circumſtances imaginable, almoſt cveiy 
Man but my ſelf, weak to an Extremity, and ncar 
ſtarved with Hunger and Cold; their Hands and 
Fcet frozen and mortifcd, with large and deep Oicers 


in their Lags (the very fell ofienſive to thoſe of us 
558 Wh) 
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who could creep into the Air) and nothing to dreſs 
them with, but a Piece of Linnen that was caſt on 


Shore. No Fire, and the Weather extream cold; our 
ſmall Stock of Cheeſe ſpent, and nothing to ſupport 


our feeble Bodies but Rock-weed and a few Muſeles, 
ſcarce and difficult to get (at moſt, not above 2 or 3 


for each Man a Pay ). So that we had our miſfable | 
Bodies periſhing, and our poor diſconſolate Spirits 


overpowered, with the deplorable Profpect of ſtarv- 
ing, without any Appearance of Relief: Beſides, to 
heighten (if poſſible) the Aggravation, we had reaſon 
to apprehend, leaſt the approaching Spring-Tide (if 
accompanied with high Wind) would totally over- 


flow us. How diſmal ſuch a Circumſtance muſt De,

firniſh us with Fire, which with the ut moſt Hazard 
and Difficulty they at laſt accompliſhed, by ſending 


Ia ſmall Canoe with one Man, who with abundance 


of Labour got on Shore. „„ de 
After helping him up with his Canoe, and ſeeing no- 
thing to eat, Lask'd him if he cou'd = give us Fire, 
he anſwer'd in the Affirmative, but was to affrighted, 
(reins, me look fo thin and meger) that could hardly at 
felt return me an Anſwer: But recollecting himſelf, 
after ſeveral Queſtions askt on both Sides, he went with 
ne to the Tent, where was ſurpriz d to lee lo many of 
us in ſo deplorable Condition. 5 
Our Fleſh ſo waſted, and onr Looks ſo gaſtly and 
riYhtful, that it was really a very diſmal Proſpect. 
With ſome Difficulty we madea Fire determining to 
bo my felf with the Man on Board, and after to fend for 
ine Reſt, one or two at a Time, and accordingly got 
ern jato the Canoe, but the Sea immediately drove it 
"itn fuc2 Violence againſt the Rock, that overſet us 
do the Water; and 1 being very weak, twes a great 
"ne before coun'd recover my ſelf, ſo that 1 had again 
very narrow Efcape from Drowning. 
The good Men with very great Difficulty, got on 
ard himſelt without me, deſigning to return the next 
with better Conveniencies if Weather wou'd permit. 
ss a Very uncomfortable Sight tolſce our worthy 
diends in the Shallop ſtand away. for the Shore without 
aut God who orders all our Affairs (by unſeen 
Wenents) for the beſt, had donbileſs Defigns of Pre 
rvation towards us, in denying us that App-arance of 
ent DcVverance: For that Night the Wind coming

OO Imamediately-after their getting on Shore, they ſent 
I an Expreſs to Portſmouth in Piſcatagua, where the g00d 
= People made no Delay in haſtening to our Deliverance

, row, and for further Tryal of our Patience, the next 
Day continued very ſtormey, ſo that, tho we doubted 
not, but the People on Shore knew our Condition, and 
wou d aſſiſt us as ſoon as poſſible, yet our Fleſh beine 
near ſpent, no freſh Water, nor any Certainty how long 
the Weather might continue thus, render'd our Cir- 
cumſtance ftill miſerable, tho' much advantag'd by the 
£ Fire, for now we cou'd both warm our ſelves and brol

| The next Days our Men urging me vehemently for mi. 
- Fleſh, I gave them a little more than uſual; but not to 
their Satisfaction, for they wou'd certainly have eat up 
the whole at once, had I not carefully watch'd em de 
figning to ſhare the reſt next Morning, if the Weather 
continud bad But it pleaſed God that Night the Wind 
2bated, and early next Morning a Shallop came for uf 
with my much eſteemed friends Captain Long and Capt. Mm. 
| Purver and three more Men, who brought a large Canoe, Had 
A and in two Hours ime got us all on Board to their 
| Satisfaction and our great Comfort: Being forc'd to 
| carry almoſt all the Men upon their Backs, from tix

1 When we firſt came on Board the Shallop, each of

rlemen cou'd furniſh them with (the Care Induſtry and 
eneroſity of my much honoured Friend John Plaifted, 
Eſq; and Captain John Wentworth, in ſerving both my 
af and thoſe poor Men being particularly eminent) 
providing them a good Surgeon and Nurſes till well 
earing the Charge, and afterwards allowing each Man 
ficient Cloathing ; behaving themſelves in the whole, 
vith fo much Freedom, Generofity and Chriſtian Tem- 
per, that was no {mall Addition to their other Services, 
and render'd the whole worthy. both of Admiration and 
Imitation; and likewiſe was of the laſt 
the poor Men in their Diſtreſs. 
Two Uays after we eame on 8 
oft a great Part of one Foot, the reſt all recover'd their 
Limbs, but not their perfect Uſe. Very few (belides my 
elf) eſcaping without loſing the Benefit of Fingers or 
Loes, Cc. tho' thank God all otherwiſe in perfect Health; 
lone failing one Way and ſome another:
